AT CITY OF TRIESTE. 


Sticks, Stones and Revolvers Used by 
the Mob—Italian Laborers at 
Vienna Dismissed From the 
Public Service. 


LONDON, Sept. 13.—Special dispatches 
from Vienna say the entire Austrian-Hun- 
garian Empire is infuriated againet the 
Itallans, as a result of the assassination of 
che Empress Elizabeth, and that violent 
anti-Italian- demonstrations have taken 
place at Trieste, where the Italians and na- 
tives have beef fighting in the streets with 
6ticks and stones, sometimes using revol- 
vers. Six deaths are reported to have oc- 
curred there, and the troops were called out 
to suppress the disturbances. 

At Gratz, an Italian peddler has been 
lynched, and at Vienna fully 1500 Italians 
employed on the municipal works have been 
Summarily dismissed, in order to avert a 
popular revolt. The Italian Embassy at 
Vienna is guarded by a strong body of in- 
fantry. 


THE ASSASSIN'S FATE. 


Life Imprisonment in Switzerland Is 
Said to Be Worse Than Death. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

GENEVA, Sept. 13.—The life imprisonment 
with solitary confinement in store for the 
Austrain Empress’ assassin is declared by 
those acquainted with Swiss prisons to be 
vastly worse than death. A correspondent 
who recently visited the chief prison of Can- 
ton of Vaud, where the assassin will be con- 
fined, describes as sad indeed the result of 
solitary life imprisonment. One man whom 
he saw there, the perpetrator of a series of 
murders in the mountains, has been in the 
same cel) for 15 years, with the result that 
he completely lost hi@ reason. The governor 
of the prison confessed that in view of this 
and other similar cases his views of capital 
punishment had undergon’ a . complete 
change, and that he was now strongly in 
favor of the death penalty. 

Mr. Ridgley, the American Consul here, 
was informed to-day by a Cabinet officer 
that, much as it would please the Geneva 
authorities to send the assassin to Austria 
for trial, it cannot be done under the con- 
stitution. Had the crime been committed 
in the private apartments of the Empress, 
instead of on the public street, extradition 
would have been possible. 

Upon a sentence of life imprisonment the 
Assassin will be placed in a small, dark 
cell, fram which he will never emerge and 
will be fed just enough to enable him to 
support Ife. ; 


“DEATH TO THE KING.” 


Bold Operations of the Anarchists in 
Italy. 

ROME, Sept. 13.—An anarchist manifesto, 
signed by “‘The Revolutionary Commit- 
tee,” has been distributed in Milan during 
the past few days. The police on yes- 
terday arrested an Italian who was en- 
Gagged in distributing the manifesto. The 
prisoner, who had juSt arrived from Switz- 
eriand when he was seized, shouted, ‘‘Long 
live anarchy,” “‘Death to the King.” 

Some of the people in the crowd present 
at the time of the arrest interfered with 
the police officera who made the capture 
and several persons were injured on both 
sides before the anarchist was lodged in 
the police depot.

Chickamauga Park Almost Deserted, 
Only One Regiment Remaining 
There to Do Guard Duty at 
the Hospitals. 


CAMP WIKOFF, Sept. 13.—The Twentieth 
Infantry left Camp Wikoff to-day for Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan. It was followed a little 
later by the Third Infantry on its way to 
Fort Snelling, Minn. When the Third 
marched through the camp on its way to 
the station there Were hardly enough men 
to form two full companies. The remainder 
were killed, wounded, sick or furloughed. 

Orders have been received for the re- 
moval of three more regiments of infantry 
to-morrow. The Fourth will go to Fort 
Sheridan, Ill, the Thirteenth to various 
barracks in New York State. and the Sev- 
enteenth to Columbus, O. Transportation 
has also been arranged for the removal of 
the Twelfth Infantry to Jefferson Barracks, 
Mo., the Twenty-second Infantry to Omaha 
and the Third Cavalry to Fort Ethan Alien, 
Vt., but the date of their departure has not 
been fixed. 

The Third Cavalry may go by boat to 
New London, but Gen. Sumner, who is 
now in command of the cavalry division, 
has requested that all the cavalry regi- 
ments upon jeaving here be ordered to 
march by easy stages to Long Island City. 
Nearly all of the cavalry officers are said 
to be in favor of this plan, as they believe 
it will benefit the men. The matter is now 
being considered. 

Four troops of the Rough Riders,. num- 
bering about 250 men, were mustered out 


to-day and will leave for New York this 
evening. 


CHICKAMAUGA DESERTED. 
Orly One Regimert Now Left in the 
Big Camp. 
CHICKAMAUGA, Sept. 13—The Ninth 
New York left’ for home to-day, and only 
one regiment, the Sixth United States Vol- 


unteers, now remains at Chickamauga. The 
departing New Yorkers occupied four trains, 
the first leaving about noon. Gen: Breck- 
inridge and his staff are expected to leave 
for Lexington, Ky., to-morrow. The major- 
ity of the sick in the hospitals are improv- 
ing rapidly, and in a few weeks the iust 
patient is expected to be able to be removed, 
As soon as the hospitals are emptied the 
Sixth Regiment will be moved elsewhere, 


Brought From Santiago. 

NEW. YORK, Sept. 13.—The United States 
transport Saratoga arrived to-day from 
Santiago via Montauk. The_ transport 
sailed from Santiago on Sept. 3 and arrived 
at Montauk Point on the 9th with 250 col- 
ored laborers, stevedores, ete., and about 
sixty signal corps men, the latter landing 
at Camp Wikoff. The transport brought 
to New York about 9,000 rifles, a part of 
the surrendered arms of the Spanish army 
at Santiago, principally Mausers and Rem- 
ingtons. 


Sick at Boston. 

RBOSTON, Mass., Sept. 13.—The hospital 
ship Relief with about 250 sick soldiers 
has arrived here from Camp Wikoff, Mon- 
tauk Point. 


SENATE. IN. AN UPROAR, 


Charges of Cowardice Made Against 
Spanish Commanders. 


MADRID, Sept. 13.—There was another 
uprorious session of the Senate to-day. 
Count Almenas, referring to his statement 
yesterday giving the names of the Generals 
he recently said ought to have their sashes 
tied around their necks instead of around 
their waists, naming Weyler, Blanco and 
Primo de- Rivera, after which he also in- 
cluded Admiral Cervera in the category, 
said Gen. Linares was also incompetent 
and ought to be ‘arraigned, Thereupon 
Gen. Weyler and others loudly protested 
against these charges, and Gen. Weyler 
called on Count Almenas to name the 
Generals who were accused of failing to 
do thetr duty, and he added, if the accusa- 
tions were true and the culprits could not 
be legally punished, the Generals would 
take the matter in their own hands and 
inflict proper punishment. 

A great tumult ensued, the Senators 
standing, shouting and threatening each 
other. The President of the Senate vainly 
strove to restore order and broke his bell 
in attempting to do so.

Jarvis and Bertholf and Dr. Gall, compos- 
ing the relief party, and 91 members of the 
crews of the whaling veseels that were 
wrecked at Point Barrow last year, includ- 
ing the crew of the schooner Louise J. Ken- 
ney, 

When the men came aboard the Bear after 
she reached Cape Smyth, on her successful 
errand of relief, there were 119 in all. 
Twelve of these exchanged places with a 
like number from the Fearless and 18 shipped 
on other vessels of the whaling fleet. Two 
shipped on the Morning Light at Kotzebu 
Sound, six shipped on some of the Yukon 
River steamers when they reached St. 
Michael, and two others shipped on the En- 
glish ship Illala at Dutch Harbor. 

Resides the loss of the Orca and Freeman 
last fall, the schooner Rosario was the only 
other vessel that was crushed in the ice. The 
other vessels, the Newport, Jeanette, Fear- 
less and Belvidere, are all out, and either 
on their way down or have continued on 
their whaling cruise. The Wanderer, which 
went into Herschel Island last fall, when 
she found she could not get out, is known to 
be safe. 

Capt, Newth of the Jeanette, who was 
taken ill at Cape Smyth, came down on the 
Bear, having turned the vessel over to 
Thomas Ellis and Charles Brewer. 

When the Bear found the imprisoned 
whalers she sought, provisions on the Bel- 
videre, Newport, Jeannette and the Fear- 
lesa. the vessels which escaped destruction 
in the ice floes were getting very low. Each 
vessel was given a supply sufficient until 
the tenders from the South arrived, 

Aug. 17, havin 
rescue and relief, the Bear started south 
on her journey south with the 119 whaiers 
whose ships were lost. 


TUTTLE’S SHIP PINCHED IN ICE. 
Shortly after her arrival at Point Barrow, 
the Bear was caught in the ice, and the

The Bear carried en elaborate outfit of 
fur clothing and goods necessary In case of 
severe hardshi in the Arctic. Her relief 
rations comprised over 2000 pounds corn 
beef, 8000 pounds salt beef, 600 pounds pork 

unds beans, 60,000 pounds of ha 
bread, 9000 pounds flour, 100 bushels po- 
totoes and a considerable quantity of fresh~ 
meat. 

The imprisoned whaling ships were ali 
east of Point Barrow and on them were 
285 persons, including several women and 
children. The vessels of the fleet included 
the Belvedere, Orea, Jessie Freeman, Ro- 
sario, Newport, Fearless, Jennle, Wanderer 
and others. 

Secretary Gage's last words in his letter 
of instructions to the captain of the Bear 


were: 
“Mindful of the arduous expedition n 
which you are about to enter, I bid you, 
your officers and men, Godspeed upon your 
errand‘of mercy, and wish you a successful 
voyage @nd safe retrn.” 
Capt. Tuttle, who commands the Bear, 
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pressure was so tremendous that some of 
her planks started and preparations were 
made for abandoting the ship. Fortunately 
the pressure subsided, but the Bear was 
unable to free herself from the pack. for 
thirteen days after being pinched. 

The Béar reports that petty officers of 
the whaler Rosario committed suicide ne 
drowning last spring, and in June Phil 
Mann cf the Jesse Freeman dropped dead 
of heart failure. Gray of the Jeanette 
died of dropsy. A Siberian and a Japanese 
attached to the fleet also died since the 
fleet was last heard from. : 

The Bear left St. Michaels for the North 
July & last to rescue nine miners whose 
boat, a large steam launch, had been 


/wrecked five miles south of Cape Ramau- 


off, while making the trip from Rampart 
Cty on the Yukon River to St. Michaelis 
for provisions and supplies. All the miners 
were saved and the Bear proceeded on her 
way to Point Barrow. 

On the way 6eeveral stops were made and 
bills contracted by Lieut. Parvis of the 
overland relief expedition were paid in 
oode wanted by the natives. At Point 
jope, Lieut. Berthoff reported that the uM 
reindeer which had strayed from the Lape 
herd while crossing Kotzebue Sound on the 
ice on the way to Point Barrow, had been 
brought to Point Hope and that although 
aeveral had been killed for food, the herd 
had increased by the birth of fawns to 49 

Capt. Sherman of the wrecked whaler 
Orca boarded the Bear at Point Day. He 
reported the wreck’ of the Rosario and the 
aerious condition of the Belvidere. 

It being Impossible for the Bear to pass 
the ice barrier, food was sent to the Bel- 
videre’s men by a native tn a ekin boat In 
charge of Lieut. Hamiet, who successfully 
accomplished his miasion and reached 
Po nt Barrow only 18 hours after the Bears 
arrival there. At Cape Smyth, July 2, tho 
crews of the wrecked steamers Jeesie H. 
Freeman end Orca and the schooner Ro- 
sario weré taken on board the Bear and 
given the firet aqueare meal they had eaten 
for many a day 

The Newport. Fearless and Jeanette 4r- 
rived before Aug. 3. when thé hear be- 
came fast tn the ice, where she remained 
for 13 days, it being found impossibie to 
blast her way out 

Stores were however transferred to the 
whalers on sleds Finally, Aw 17, 
Bear got loose from the ice a with the 
rescued whalers started on her way ecath 
A stop was made at Point Ho on 
Mth. where the schooner Louise Kinney 
was found on the beach. where she ha 
heen wrecked the day before.

TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


PROPOSED REDUCTION IN THE 
CASES OF MISS LYNCH AND 
MISS MERRIMAN. 


MAY BE A QUESTION OF CREED. 


Director Schroers Says These Women 
Are Catholics, ard Religion Has 
Been Made an Issue. 


it is unlikely that the proposed reduction 
of the salaries of Miss Lynch, principal of 
the Roe School, and M'ss Merriman of the 
Longtellow School will go through at the 
meeting af the School Board Tuesday night. 

These cases are the first evidence on the 
part of certain directors to inject religion 
into school affairs. It: is a rather ugly 
mess, but it promises to go no further. 

The two teachers are Catholics, and it is 
charged that the real reason for the move- 
ment to reduce their salaries is their creed. 

Directors Ford and Schrorers, who con- 
Stitute the Finance Committee, Mr. Ropb- 
ert Moore being out of the city, have deter- 
mined to nip the scheme in the bu@ and wiil 
make a report to the board Tuesdwy night 
in opposition to any reduction of \alaries 
whatever. Mr. Schorers is the only Catholic 
on the board, and naturally he is rather 
warm unfler the collar about*what he and 
other members not in the scheme to reduce 
the salaries consider an attempt to make 
religion a test of standing as a teacher. 

Mr. Schroers and Mr. Ford of the Finance 
Committee will confer with the Instruction 
Committee Tuesday afternoon, and will re- 
port to the board against any reduction of 
salaries, They feel confident the board will 
support them and that the matter will be 
settled once and for all. 

These gentlemen stand on the platform 
that it is against te intent and letter of 
the law for any~Question of religion to 
arise in the public schools, and that their 
religion must be the cause of the attack on 
these two teachers, because they were 
singled out particularly. 

The School Board will probably wash 
its hands of the elevator boy question en- 
tirely. 

It is proposed to reduce the salaries of 
these employes from $50 to $35 a month, 

Three years ago, when the School Board 
entered into a contract with the Public 
Library board for the use by the latter of 
two floors of the Board of Education build- 
ing, it was stipulated the library .should 
pay the salaries of the elevator boys, bu; 
no amount was fixed. After the contract 
was entered into, the School Board raised 
the salaries of the elevator boys to $0. The 
library board could do nothing but pay the 
salaries. But the contract expired and 
the library board declines to enter into ua 
similar one. It wants to have the fixing ef 
the salaries, and the board will have to al- 
low it to handle the subject. 

The fight on Mrs. Cooper, principal of the 
Meramec School, on account of her age, will 
probably develop Tuesday night. 

It is stated by members of the board that 
the report that there is a movement on foot 
to raise Superintendent Soldan’s Salary is 
untrue. 


THE PARADE IS OFF. 


Soldiers Will Not March in Review 
Through New York. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—The proposed 
parade in New York is off. 

The decision to abandon the parade was 
reached by the President after a long con- 
ference with Adjutant-General Corbin and 
the Assistant Secretary of War, Mr. Meikle- 
john.

. TWO YOUNG WOMEN MURDERED: 


THEIR BODIES HORRIBLY MUTILATED. 


Mysterious Crimes in Connecticut and California That Have So Far’ 


Baffled the Efforts of Detectives to Solve. 


TWIN TRAGEDIES REVEALED BY RIVER AND SEA. 


FRIGHTFUL DISCOVERY MADE BY 
BOYS IN THE YELLOW 
MILL RIVER.

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both of which formed one package. Around 
this was wrapped a piece of the same rub- 
ber sheeting, with another rock attached 
for sinking purposes. The left leg was sev- 
ered just above the lower end of the femur, 
and the right separated through the knee 
cap. The thighs were severed at the junc- 
tion of the upper and middle thirds close 
to the trunk. 

The surgery was done by a skilled hand, 
for the cutting was clean. It is the opinion 
of the physicians who examined the body 
that the mutilation was not done until sev- 
eral hours after death had occurred, as 
there was but little evidence of stagnated 
blood around the severed portions. 

Pieces of ordinary twine, such as could be 
procured in any grécery or market, were 
drawn securely about the lower extremities 
of the thighs and just below the severed 
portions of the knees, showing that the 
murderer wished to provide against drip- 
ping blood. 

The feet were thin, taking about a No. 4 
shoe, while the legs were slender, though 
shapely. The head was severed about 1% 
inches below the chin, and was evidently 
done by a keen-edged tool, as not a shred 
of flesh was left hanging. 

Superintendent Birmingham says when the 
head of the victim was taken from the water 
a plece of cloth resembling that used to 
make pillow cases was stuffed in the mouth, 
and that he regards as evidence that the 
victim may have been suffocated. There is 
not a distinguishing mark on any of the 
materials used in wrapping. The rubber 
sheetings were punctured in many places 
and appeared to have seen service. Inside 
one of the bundles was some loose hemp 
twine like that used in hardware stores. 

Five thousand persons have examined the 


head, While many thought they saw a re- 
semblance to some friend none were able to 
identify it. 

One woman identified the head as that 
of Miss Lou Payne, but she was mistaken 
as Miss Payne has been accounted for. 

Several parties who viewed the head are 
certain that the murdered woman is Miss 
Ida Rogers. Miss Rogers left the neighbor- 
hood some time ago, and no one appears to 
know what has become of her, She answers 
the description of the victim. 

Stiil others think the face is that of Mrs. 
Anna Teeter, who until a few months ago 
was a town charge. Mrs. Teeter was a wid- 
ow, and married an old man, sald to be 
wealthy. Her husband is said to have been 
very jealous of her. 

Shortly after her last marriage Mrs. Teeter 
left here with her husband, and no one ap- 
pears to know where they went. 

The trunk of the missing portion of the 
dismembered body of the supposed mur- 
dered woman found on the mud flats here 
last nigBt was found this morning at the 
same place the other parts of the body were 
discovered.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 13.—A beau- 
tiful young woman of evidently aristocratic 
birth and learning. was beheaded, her legs 
cut off and the horribly mutilated body 
was thrown into the Yellow Mill River here. 
The butchery equaled the celebrated Gul- 
densuppe murder of last year in New York, 
and, as in that case, the pieces of body 
were found by little boys. 

James Jackson, Stephen Kelley and Hen- 
ry Delmuth, youths, tarried on the Seaview 
avenue bridge while on their way home, 

Jackson picked up a stone and threw it 
overboard. A moment later a parcel arose 
to the surface, the tide at this time being 
low. Jackson’s companions, curious to 
know the contents of the package, waded 
into the water, and, towing it ashore, cut 
it open. Horrified, they uttered a cry and 
ran back. 

M. Burr, who was passing, stopped, and 
the boys told him that the remains of a 
mutilated human body were in the parcel, 
Burr opened the package and found the 
legs of a human being severed above the 
knees, 

Word was sent to the police and in the 
meantime the boys pulled another parcel 
from below the surface of the water. This 
proved to be the head, and a singularly 
handsome face it was. The eyes were dark 
blue, the hair auburn, the features regular, 
the nose inclined to the aquiline. The 
mouth was parted and displayed a perfect 
set of teeth, save for three slight gold fill- 
ings, one in front and two on the opposite 
lower sides, back. The hair was lovely, 
braided and tied with a piece of ordinary 
string, indicating that the owner was pre- 
pared for her night’s repose. 

The only external evidence of violence of 
the features was an abrasion under the left 
eye. There was an indention acrogg the fore- 
head, but the depression was slight. The 
face was that of a woman not more than 
27 years and possibly not much over 22. 

The head was wrapped first in the leg of 
a man’s drawers, which was drawn tightly 
about the severed member. A wrapping of 
white rubber sheeting, such as is used ex- 
tensively by nurses and physicians, com- 
pleted the covering. Around this was tiled, 
with several bindings of corset string, a 
piece of soft rock of the species found in 
ledges. The rock weighed about three 
pounds and had become loosened. 

A piece of common muslin sheeting com- 
posed the inner cover for the severed legs,

SEQUEL TO THE TERRIBLE FIND 
OF TWO LADS IN SAN: 
FRANCISCO BAY.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 13.—Four days 
ago the boys playing along the beach at 
Oakland saw a box floating In the water. 
Thinking it might contain something of 
value they tried to seoure it, but when it 
was washed nearer to them they found it 
was not a box, but the head of a woman. 
They ran away in fright and reported the 
fact to the authorities. Search was made 
later, but the thing was gone, borne out of 
sight by the tide. 

Yesterday the arm and hand of a woman 
were found in Lake Merritt by two girls, 
Irene Monroe and Bertha Walter, who were 
strolling along the shore. The girls . were 
terribly shocked by the discovery, but man- 
aged to report it to the police at Oakland, 
who recovered the ghastly objects, and they 
are now in possession of the Coroner, who 
is investigating. The arm was broken into 
two parts at the elbow, as if’ it had been 
wrenched violently. 


The police connect the finding of these 
grewsome objects and believe that a hor- 
rible murder has been committed. Thére 
is no record of a missing woman in San 
Francisco or Oakland, and it is probable 
that the crime was committed at some other 
place not far away, the mutilated remains 
thrown into the water and drifted here. 

One theory advanced is that the portions 
of this woman's body were thrown into the 
water by medical students, but it does 
not gain much credence. The belief is 
general that a great crime has been com- 
mitted. 

The head of the murdered Addie Gilmour 
was found in the bay off the Marin shore 
several years ago. At the time the law 
officers were inclined to the belief that the 
head had been thrown into the bay by a 
medical student after he had finished study- 
ing it. They changed their opinion within 
a day or-¢wo, when other portions of the 
body had been found in a trunk almost 
submerged in the water, and later when 
the bay had yielded up every portion of 
the murdered girl’s frame.

‘SIGN RATHER THAN GRANT 
DREYFUS REVISION. 


COL. PATY DU CLAM REMOVED. 


This Is About the Only Action to Be 
Expected for Some Time 
to Come, 


PARIS. Sept. 13.—The only new feature 
of the Dreyfus scandal is the action of the 
government jn removing Col, Paty du Clam 
from his position in the War Department 
and placing him on the retired list. This 
was inevitable from the moment of the dis- 
covery that the chief evidence against Drey- 
fus was based on forgery, since it was Capt. 
Paty du Clam who conducted the entire 
prosecution of the unfortunate ex-captain. 

Gen. Zurlinden, after having held the port- 
folio of Minister of War for just eight days, 
now expresses his intention of resigning of- 
fice rather than consent to any revision of 
the Dreyfus trial. In fact, he offered his 
resignation vesterday at the Cabinet meet- 
ing, but was induced to hold it over until 
Saturday. when the question of revision will 
be finally decided by the Cabinet, The mat- 
ter has gone so far that any French officer 
who consents to the doctrine of revision of 
the Dreyfus case has to face ostracism and 
boycott on the part of his comrades, who 
denounce him as a traitor and as hav:ng no 
esprit de corps. 

It may be safely assumed that unless 
Premier Brisson intrusts the portfolio of 
war toa civilian, no revision of the Dreyfus 
case will be possible. ;

It Is Not at All Probable Now That 
It Will Take Place in the Haw- 
thorne Club’s Arena.

BUFFALO, Sept. 13.—The Corbett-McCoy 
fight will not take place here on Oct. 15 or 
any other date. 

Sheriff Kilgallon says so, and the way he 
suppressed the Lavigne-Erne affair last 
night leaves no doubt of his ability and 
determination. 

He would not arrest the fighters, but

In this way he avoided 
lawsuits and preserved the peace, 

It was past 10 6’clock when the club gave 
up the fight, and the crowd hissed and 
filed out. The club will possibly sue the 
Sheriff for $100,000. 

Kid MeCoy was in the ring all through 
the proceedings, and at the end was reauy 
to admit that all hope of bringing off his 
match with Corbett at Buffalo was at an 
end. 

(ijeorme Considine wanted to make imme- 
diate urrangements for a match between 
Corbett and McCoy. He walked across the 
ring to Charles Brooks and shoved a thou- 
eand dollar bill in his hands to bind Cor- 
bett te fight McCoy on Oct, 16, wherever 
the match could be held. McCoy galid: 

r 1 can't fight Corbett here, I don't 
know where we can fight, and I don’t see 
any use training for a fight Oct, 15. Where 
can it be done? Not in thi@ State evi- 
dently.” 

Considine took his money down. McCoy 
eaid he was aS eager as ever to meet Cor- 
bett, but conld not see any sense in pre- 
{paring for @ fight now. Sheriff Kilgalion 
said: 

‘I guess the people will realize now that 
IT am in earnest.’’ 


From all of the above it looks as though 
“the Corbett-McCoy fight was off. 

At this writing there appears no possi- 
bile chance of bringing it off at Buffalo. 

Last night’s vigorous opposition of the 
Sherif’ of Cheektauga and his deputies 
settles the fate of the Hawthorne Club. 

Even should the big tight be brought 
of there now it would be anything but a 
success financially, for iast night's action 
of the Sherif€ would prevent people from 
traveling any distance to see , 

Those who follow the prize-fighting game 
fre a suspicious set and there are few of 
them that ‘would make the trip to Buffalo 
without being fully assured that the fight 
would take place. 

Last night’s action ef the Sheriff, there- 
fore, seals the fate of the Hawthorne Ath- 
letlc Club iu so far as its money-making 
powers are concerned. 

It at the same time puts the big purse 
Which that organizatioum had promised 
away out of reach, 


Sheriff Kilgallon and some 2% of his 
desaities Were the men who sto all pro- 
ceedings in the Hawthome Athietic Club’s 
arena fast night. : 

This ia the arena in which McCoy and 
Corbett are announced to appear on Oct. 
ls, Just to test the law a fight was ar- 
ranged to take place in it last night. 

It was to have been between Frank Erne 
and Kid Lavigne for the lightweight cham- 
pionship of the world. 

‘Phere was to have been a eliminary 
bout between Len Beckwith of Cleveland 
and Jack O'Donnell of Buffalo, but be- 
fore they could strike a blow Sheriff Kil- 
gallon and his deputies eeized them, forced 
them to their corners and then released 
them. Once more the boxers were ordered 
to get together. O'Donnell rushed at Beck- 
with, but the deputies again grappled with 
them, and for a few minutes the ring was 
filled with struggling deputies, fighters and 
their seconds, and Beckwith and O’ Donnell 
were again compelled to take their seats. 
The spectators were greatly excited and 
raandly denounced the action of the Sheriff, 
but no open act of violence was committed.

Erne and Lavigne were then introduced 
“To Dox under the provisions of the Horton 
law."’ The men were in their corners, but 
the Sheriff could not be prevailed upon 
to permit them to go together in a friendly 
eparring match, Finally it was announced 
that the bout was off. 

The club officials obtained a long Nst of 
witnesses and declared that the club would 
immediately bring an_ action against the 
Sheriff for damages.

Coming of the Twelfth Infantry Considered an Indi- 
cator of the Favor of the Federal Government. 
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MAJ. CHARLES E. PEARCE, 


Who Promises to Assist in Making the Bar- 
racks an Army Post. 


“Jefferson Barracks should not only be a 
full regimental post,’’ said Congressman 
Charles FE. Pearce to a Post-Dispatch re- | 
porter, “but St. Louis should be head- 
quarters for the manufacture of many ar- 
ticles used by the army. I am trying to 
bring this about, and if I get the aid of the 
other Representatives in the. Mississippi 
Valley it can be done,’ 

The conversation was started about the 
order that the Twelfth Infantry, formerly 
stationed at Niobrara, Neb., shall come to 
Jefferson Barracks. 

‘This looks very like a move to make 
the barracks a full regimental post, with a 
regiment of infantry, two or three troops 
of cavalry and a company of artillery,” 
said Maj. Pearce, 

“At all events it indicates that the War 
Department has come to a realization of 
the fact that St. Louis is the best point 
in the United States to mass troops for 
mobilization or for emergencies. A _ net- 
work of railways and an unequaled sys- 
tem of rivers make thisgity closer to every 
other point of the coun.sy than any other 
city. Troops or munitiens c: sent 
from here to the East, ne the 
North or the South with the ,greatest fa- 
cility. 

“The central location 
its unequaled transportation facilities are 
not the only advantage the Gevernment 
would find in establishing a big post and a 
military depot here. There ‘a no better 
training ground for soldiers than the reser- 
vation at Jefferson Barrecks can be made. 

“Secretary Alger made the objection last 
winter in conversation with me that there 
were too many hills and hollows, and that 
the ground would have to be leveled.

A great many think it should be 
raised to 100,000 men. 1 think 65,000 are 
enough for garrisons in the colonies and a 
nucleus for home and emergency duties. 

“One thing I want to see is the creation 
of a etronger force to man our coast de- 
fenses. We need a very high grade of ar- 
tilerymen for this purpose, and in order 
to get them they should be paid enough 
money to justify them in abandoning civil 
pursults. There should be three grades of 
gunners, getting from $60 to $20 a month. 
It takes a large force of men to look after 
one of our big coast defense guns, and un- 
less those men are properly trained in gun- 
nery they will be unable to accomplish 
Satisfactory results when the occasion 
arises. 

“But all this should not interfere with the 
making of Jefferson Barracks a post of the 
first class. And I hope to get the War De- 
partment to establish on the = arsenal 
grounds a big plant for the manufacture of 
saddles, harness, belts and other leather 
go00ds used in the army. The ground is 
there and the railroad facilities are there. 
It 1s an ideal locat‘on for such a factory 


and I believe the government can be made 
to see it.’’

Dr. Harry R. Lemen-oof Alton is at home 


from Montauk Point on a 15-day furlough. 


He is one of Alton’s heroes of the war. 


When the war began and it seemed the Al- 
ton Naval Reserves were not to be called 
out Dr. Lemen suggested to some of the 
boys that they go into the regular army.

They went. They joined the Sixteenth In- 
fantry at Tampa and went to Cuba with 
Shafter. Though the three days of bloody 
work before the San Juan blockhouse and 
the trenches of the enemy they were where 
the battle raged fiercest, and now that it 
is all over and not one of the little band 
has a scatch to show for it the boys are 
grateful to the man who took them into it 
and the people of Alton, naturally enough, 
are proud of him and right heartily glad to 
welcome him home. 

The story of Dr. Lemen’s career in the 
war is interesting and illustrative of how 
much a live man can crowd into three short 
months. He is a young man of 30), care- 
fully educated for the medical profession. 
Some years ago he made a trip around the 
world and he was in China through the 
war with Japan and received there his first 
experiencés in actual war. When he re- 
turned t¢@ Alton he built up a lucrative 
practice, but he abandoned this to go to 
the war. He was the most intensely pat- 
riotic man in the city. As the surgeon of 
the Naval Reserves he expected to go with 
them, but the navy did not move swiftly 
enough for his nervous temperament and 
he went to the army. With him went an- 
other young physician, Dr. Peter Beckman, 
with Will Chalk and Carleton Hodge. At

“IT am proud of our Alton boys,”’ said the 
doctor Monday night at his home, “They 


proved the stuff that isin them, When the 
het work began on the Ist of July I saw 
that our little band was to be right in the 
thick of it. That day we were initiated 
into the delights of the music of bullets 
about us. We advanced six miles, and al- 
ways the bullets of the enemy were sput- 
tering and singing around, The sensation 
of being under fire was a new one to us, 
and I can truthfully tell you that it fright- 
ened us, We expected, of course, to gét it 
every minute. 

“IT was walking along right behind my 
captain, Capt. Woodbury, Gen. Kent and 
a sergeant. I was not more than three 
feet from Capt. Woodbury when he was 
struck, and jumped to catch him. I as- 
sisted in taking him tothe rear. There they 
ordered me to take a horse to Gen. Haw- 
kins, commanding the First Brigade, First 
Division, Fifth Army Corps. The route lay 
along the line of our sharpshooters to the 
San Juan pill. Well. I will not soon forget 
that little ride, The bullets whistled around 
every inch of the way, and I guess I put 
that horse through there about as hard as 
he could go. 

“On the morning of the 2d I estopped un- 
der a tree in a group of eight people. Major 
Eskridge, now a Brigadier-General, and oth- 
ers, were discussing fortifications. As thev 
talked a shrapnel shell came over the hill 
from one of the enemy’s guns. It tore right 
through the group. Dick Lewis, a little fel- 
low trom St. Louis, was killed on my right, 
and Orrie Dunlap, another St. Louis boy, 
was injured on my left. Of the eight persons 
in the group all were hit but Lieut. Carey 
and may Pt Maj. Eskridge was injured ia 
the hack. 

“That shell was responsible for the pro- 
motion which Beckman and I got from the 
ranks, We were privates when it happened, 
The shell went on beyond us down the hill 
and killed and wounded several other per- 
sons. As soon as’ 1 saw wounded men about 

» I hastened to give them surgical atten- 
tion. I helped Maj.-Eskridge as best I could, 
and had him takén to the rear on a litter. 
Then I went to work with the others, and 
seeing that I was a surgeon, they sent me 
back of the firing line 30 vards to establish 
a field hospital under a tree. I had my hands 
full there in a few minutes. The firing was 
heavy and the bullets were clipping through 
the tree in an uncomfortable shower as I 
worked With the wounded. 

‘“‘But all my fear vanished when I got to 
work. I never thought again of being hit. 
I only saw men wounded and needing atten- 
tion. Beckman was doing the same thing 
back of me. That night, after the battle, 
I went through the trenches to count my 
Alton boys. They were all there. Not one 
of them had been shot and when we met 
we shook hands without saying much. It 
was grim work and yon see we did not 
know what might happen on the morrow. 
But the boys all answered at roll call that 
night, and I was proud of them and happy 
over it. The Sixteenth, you know, was in 
the front of the fightat the San Juan block- 
house. In that battle 34 per cent of the men 
in the company ‘were hit by the enemy, 
but my boys got never a scratch. Remark- 
able, was it not?’ 

Dr. Lemen worked in the hospital three 
days as a private. and was then made an 
acting steward. Aug. 1 he, with Beckman, 
was honorably discharged as a private and 
made an acting assistant surgeon. Dr. 
Beckman is now ill with typhoid in the hos- 
pital at Montauk Point. He has passed the 
crisis of his illness. 

Dr. Lemen expects to be discharged and 
return to Alton within a couple of months. 
He ts a great favorite in the city, and his 
visit at home this week isin the nature of a 
popular reception by his townsmen.

TRUST ABOUT READY, 


CIRCULAR OF THE BIG STEEL 
COMBINE ISSUED TO SMALL 
FRY STOCKHOLDERS. 


SYNDICATE RAISES $14,075,000 


Small Part of This to Be Applied to 
Purchase of Ove Plant, the Re- 
mainder to Be Capital. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—Stockholders of the 
Illinois Steel Co. have been informed of 
the terms of the proposed steel consolida- 
tion by a circular which says that the hold- 
ers of a large proportion of the shares of 
the Illinois Steel Co., of the Minnesota 
Iron Co. and of the Elgin, Joliet & Eastern 
Railway Co. respectively have decided to 
unite the properties of these companies, 
and, if practicable, also those of the Lorain 
Steel Co., situated at Lorain, O., and Johns- 
town, Pa., that the same may be operated 
more economically. 

rhe plan is as follows: A corporation 
called the Federal Steel Co. has been or- 
ganized under the laws of the State of New 
Jersey, with an authorized capital stock 
Of $200,000,000, of which one-half is to be 6 
per cent non-cumulative preferred stock 
and one-half is to be common stock. 

The Federal Steel Co. is to acquire such 
portions, not less than two-thirds, of the 
capital stock of the three several compa- 
nies first named as ma » offered on the 
basis proposed. The F@deral Steel Co. 
authorized also to acquire an interest of at 
least two-thirds in the manufacturing prop- 
erties of the Lorain Steel Co., located at 
Lorain, O., and Johnstown, Pa. There is to 
be provided $3,875,000 in cash, - which may be 
used for euch acquisition if made. It is ar- 
ranged also to provide $10,000,000 cash capi- 
tal for the treasury of the Federal Steel Co. 
and also sums required to pay organization 
expenses. 

A syndicate, which includes many large 
stockholders, has entered into an agreement 
by which, among other things, it has under- 
taken to furnish these several sums, 
amounting in the aggregate to $14,075,000 in 
cash. It is expected that now there will be 
issued about $52,000,000 of preferred stock, 
and about $46,000,000 of common stock. 

The syndicate will offer to stockholders 
of each of the three companies first named 
the privilege of receiving stock in the Fed- 
eral Steel Co. in exchange for existing 
stock, provided that by Oct. 1, 1898, two- 
thirds or more of such existing stock shall 
be deposited either with the Colonial Trust 
Co., St. Paul building, New York, or with 
the Old Colony Trust Co., Boston, for which 
deposit the company securing such deposit 
will issue transferable temporary receipts. 

The circular is signed by Marshall Field, 
Nathaniel Thayer, Francis Bartlett, A. J. 
Forbes-Leith, J. W. Gates, Morgan Rotch, 
Robert Bacon, C. C. Cuyler, W. L.. Brown 
and EK.

NEW SMOKE ORDINANCE. 


Will Now Be Defined as 

‘“‘Dense Smoke.”’ 

President Robert E. McMath of the Board 
of Public Improvements and Attorney Eu- 
gene McQuillin, revisor of the city ordi- 
nances, appointed by the Smoke Abatement 
Societv to draft a new smoke ordinance, 
have completed their work and will report 
the new measure to the Assembly as soon 
The trouble with the old or- 
dinance seemed to be that it did not say 
what smoke was, so that it could not be 
abated properly.
